Booh a measure might have seemed particularly necessary in view of the e q ui v ocal 
language of the Mufti 9 # Fatwa and may also reflect the hardening In l e a s er 1 a 
attltudo which may have taken place following Tempi or* a alealon to Jordan* 

tfolthwr f atwa had any perc eivable Egy^t although It la poaaihU that 

the Z ahar fatwa nay have boon slightly helpful to the regime In Xkfcmanl oirelea* 

The fatwae were Ignored by editorialists! the Asher fotwa waa not oven published 
In full la the morning papera. Bone of thia indifference may be attributed to the 
fact that Egyptian public Ufa la heavily aeculariaed and the opinions of the Ulema 
carry little weight In the eyes of the politically sophisticated. At the so me ti me 
a public dleoumelon of the "loop holes" In the Mufti's fatwa or of the more as frame 
phrases In that of Al Aahar would have embarrassed the Government* Having puhli^wd 
the texts the Gorernment is probably content to keep them "on loo* to be defrosted 
when necessary to Justify either a campaign against Israel, if Israel should attack, 
or a settlement with Israel abort of "peace" if one can be worked out which the 
Government le prepared to defend aa "In thp -interest of the Mqslens"*

antagoalao tho Arabs and Moslem* and s upp o r t tho aggressive Java*

folloolng important offlolal fatva vhloh roodot 


Tho question put to us reveals that ths land of Palestine has bon conquered 
tqr tho No alamo vbo hare lived thoro for a long time, and has thus boom a part of 
tho No tin territory vhoro minorities of othor roligtono dwell* Aooordtngly, 
Palestine has b oso n a territory undor tho Jurisdiction of lain and governed by 
Islamic lava. Tho question further reveals that tho Joes bar# t&kon a part of 
Faloatlno and thoro oatabllahod their nan-Ialamlo government and hare aloo ev acu ated 
from that port soot of lta Uoeleo Inhabitants* 

To knoo tho ruling of Ialanlo lav and praotloo about eonaludlng po aoo with tho 
Jove in oeouplod Faloatlno, Irrespective of polltleal considerations, vo hove 
firstly to consider vhethor tho attaek of an onavy on any oountry of tho Mo alamo

Th er efore, God has made It a duty for all Moslems to bo reedy to repulse aiy 
attaek from tho inwy on their territory. God has said in tho Norant "Prepare all 
the forms end oavalary you ean to terrify God 9 a epesy and yours"* 

Therefore, preparedness for defensive war is tho duty of all Moslem govern 
moats against aiy one who attaaks tho Moolema because of their religion, and 
against those who hove ambitions In tho eountrleo belonging to Moslsmallthogt 
that preparedness the Moelsms sill bo e weak nation and thus beoemo an eagy prey 
for the attackers* | 
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Modes legal scholars and judges may disagree somewhat about the rsqnlxMwnt 
for the ilbsd when non-Modtn eountrles are attacked, but the ilhAd en 
absolute necessity when Mod** territories are attacked. 


In his work on Ji^d. 11 Hafis Ibn Ha t ar says that JjJgA la a duty, according 
to the uost acceptable theorlcsj It beecoes inevitable If the ormtj attacks Moslems. 
JlhflA against the Infidels Is the duty of every Mo alee who should carry It out ty 
his hand, his tonguo, his money, oar his heart* 

In light of those rulings, the action token by tho Jews in ftdesttne is an 
attack on an Isliimic country* It la the duty of the Moel^s therein to rejulse 
the attack b„ force until the country has been liberated and restored to the 
Mosls* owners* In this case the jjfciA is the duty of all Moslewe, not just those 
who can undertaka it* And since all Islaale countries constitute the abode of 
every Modes, the Jihad la Imperative tor both the Mosleas inhabiting the territory 
attacked and Modems everywhere else because even though sene sections have not 
been attacked directly, the attack nevertheless took place on s pert of the Moajsw 
territory which is s legitimate residence for any Modem* 

Mow, that we are acquainted with the ruling about attacks on koalas countries, 
we proceed to the findings of the ho ales lew about whether conc l ud in g pesos with 
the aggressor is, or is not, allowed* 

The answer is that peace is acceptable if It is based on the restoration of 
ths lost pert of the country to Its rightful owners* But peace will be void and 
false if it is based on the toleration of the*taok and the leisure by the attaokor 
of what he has taken h, force* 

Moslem legal scholars and jurists have allowed the conclusion of a truce tor 
a fixed period of tine with the people of th# bar al Herb or a group of thee. If 
this is In the interest of the Moslems* For God has said in ths Kerens “If they 
tend towards peaoe, tend thou also towards peace and rely on God*. 


It is said, however, that though this Koranic verse does not involve 
restrictions, the majority of oomnrtatori any that tills inclination towards peace 
stipulates that there abould be sons advantage to Moslems* This is bon out by 
another Koranic versa which aayss n D© not bee owe so easy as to call for peace whil e 
you are the stronger party** Truce, therefore, is not permissible unlees there is 
some advantage to Mo slows. 

It is our opinion then that concluding peace with the Jews on the basis of 
their rotalnlng that part of Palestine they hove stolen without restoring it to 
its rightful owners will only realise a benefit for the Jews with no advantage 
to Moslems* Accordingly, we shall not allow It except under certain conditions 
end restrictions which will achieve the Interests of the M oslwie* 


It is not In our capacity to put forward those conditions and restrictions, 
bsoauss others who have been deellng with this problem are more able In their 
| knowledge of It and of its characteristic* In a detailed way than wa are and to 
dispose of It according to the interpretations from us* 
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to ihht to tha — c oed question 1* that pacts or alii an— whloh Morim 
Mgr conclude with noryMoalsm cUtM f — allow art aooarding to the Mamie 1 am 
and practice provided that such pacts and alliances era In tha interest of tfaa 
Moslems# ftit If those pacta or all Ian— arc Intended to aupport an aggressive 
atata auoh aa tha Java who attacked! Faleatlna f than they era not all— d by 
alnoa they will strengthen tha attaekar who will utlUaa that added strength to 
carry out further aggressive actions. 


It la prafarred that Moslems cooperate with each other to repulse azy attack 
they nay be eubjooted to rather than Indulging In aueh pacta. They Aon Id condole 
anong th e ms elves pacta of their own which will show that tha Moslems are of one 
opinion and will work hand In hand to destroy azy one who nay eontanplata attacks 
on azy Moslem country* 


If, to those peota and alllanoaa whloh are not naant for aggression hot for 
the prevention of aggression, wa add effortc to buy area free all area producing 
eonntrlea so as to atrangthen tha allied Ho elec armiee, auoh an act would be 
necessary to guarantee peaoe which every Moslem wishes for hie oonntzy and ell 
Moalew countries, nay, for a—MosXim countries as well* 

Tha Jew a in Palestine are la on odd position because neither tha Palestinians 
nor asy of the Islamic governments have concluded peaoe with tb s w . Those Jews have 
not yet given up the oooupied territory, but remain there according to tha and atlas 
egreenent whloh a number of powers haws lepnasri on tha Arabs and tha Jems# That 
armistice to which tha Ialamlo countries have suhaltted until e justified eolation 
for the problem tu-s been reached has not bean accepted nor reqmeted by the Jews 
who oozttimOLly violate it# 


The only measures which have been taken by the Moslems, and which tha Jaws 
consider as tees pessaa on their rights, are the loosing of a blockade on the Jews 
end the stepping of eras and a— inltioo from reaching tha Jaws vie Moalew countries# 

To know tha ruling of laics in that question we wish to aaplnln that Moslem 
Jurists here ruled that weapons should be prevented from reaching tha an— 
bec au s e they help tha an— to fight the Moslens* effort a should also be node 
to prevent shipments of iron and wood and all materials used for makizy weapons 
from reaching the an— whether before or after an armistice agreement. Tha Jews 
hsrra violated the armistlee agreement. This being tha omse, tha other party 
should neoe ssarlly be relieved of ita obligations under that agrssnszzt* 

In hie wars Prophet Mohamad has orde r ed tha prevention of food froc reaching 
hie enemies with tha exception of the people of Mecca because they ware his 
relatives although fighting against him* Tha Jaws in Palestine are no relatives 
of tha Moslems and time wa rule that food should ziot be seat to them according to 
precedent praotioed by tha Prophet, because food will still help tha Jaws end 
make them more stubborn in their attitude whloh la against the law of Islam#

Israel in her cr laical attacks and supplied her with political and material aid

Israel to remain In the land of Palestine to execute the policy of the Imperialists,

The Committee hereby says that peace with Israel as envisaged by those who 
advocate it is not legally permissible because It would authorise the usurper to 
continue the sot of usurpation; would be a recognition of hla right to keep what 
ha haa usurped, and would allow the aggressor to retain the fruit# of hie 
aggreealoeu 

111 religious and civil laws are unanimous in condemning usurpation and 
insist upon the restoration of what has been usurped to the rightful owners. 

They also urge the possessor of any right to defend it and claim his right. The 
Hi/-.' Midi "Be who diet In the defence of hie property ie a martyr, and he 
who dlea in the defence of hie honor le a m arty r " . The Prophet aleo ealdt "The 
hand which haa taken most be panlahed until i&at haa been taken la returned 11 . 

Therefore, Moslems cannot conclude peace with those Jaws who have usurped 
the territory of Palestine and attacked ita people and their property In a ay 
manner which allows the Jawe to continue aa a state in that aaered Moslem 
territory, Moslems rtiauld cooperate regardless of differences in language, color 
or race to restore the country to its people and to secure the 4qaa Mosque which 
la the place where revelation# were node, where prophets prayed, and which God 
has blessed. They should protest Islamic relics and monuments against those 
usurpers end help the warriors with arm# and other means to fight far this cause 
end, in furtherance of this, exert every effort and means until the country le 
purified from the vestiges of taoee aggressors and despots. 
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Thom who fall to do so, refuse to hslp tha Moslems, adwoeata what leads to I 
division, thus anabllag tha Imperialist atataa and Zionists to execute thalr I 
plana against tha iraba and Islam and against tha Arab and lalaaie co untr y, am 
haratlea in tan a of tha teachings of Islam, and V this they commit tha worst 
poasibla crime.

From this we deduce that no lalaaie state should ahoe any sympathy for or 
join the peots edvooated ty the Imperialist atataa which am working bard to 
oonoloda those pasts in order to divide the Moslem countries and create trouble 
among then thus giving the Imperialists a chance to control the Ialanle states 
and carry oat thalr policy toward tha Arabs, be c a u se such action apella a great 
danger to tha Ialsnio oountrioa* It ia especially a danger to sartyrad Palestine 
which those imperialist steteo hava handed over to the aggressive Zionists for 
the purpose of harming Islam and ita people, and for the creation of a state in
